It 
is no uncommon occurrence almost’ 
every fall for great quantities of ap- 
ples to lie about undsr the trees to 
rot or to ba fed to iogs because no 
good market is accessible. While 
the fruit is thus going to waste there 
are thousands of householders mor? 
especially in the prairie provinces 
that are longing for fresh frvit of a 
sort that can be stored and drawn 
upon during the winter months. The 
| difficulty of the one class !¢ to reach 
| buyers for the fruit and the other to 
| find a supply at a moderate price. To 
bridge the gulf that separates these 
two classes, and thereby do both an 
invaluable service; the Dairy and 
Cold Storage Commissioner has issu- 
ed a list of the wholesale an? retail 
apple dealers in ManitoLa, Saskatche- 
wan, Alberta and sections of New 
/Ontario whose addresses were avail- 
able. These which number about 
276 dealers and firms, with few ex- 
ceptions are said to be in a position 
'to buy at least one carloa“ o* fruit. 
This information is given in Circular 
No. 4, of the Dairy and Coll Storage 
Branch, covies of whch may be se 
cured free from. the Publications 
Branch of the Department of Agricrl- 
ture, at Ottawa.

The first experiments were made 
with cold-blooded animals and insects. 
Butterflies were encloged in a: vessel 
conteining air at a temperature of mfn- 
us 23 degrees centigrade. The body 
fluid. immediately froze hard, all vital 
actions ceased, and in ordinary ph: **- 
eology, th. butterfiles were frozen to 
death. 

Professor Bakhmetieff soon discov: 
ered, however, that by slow andi care- 
ful warming they could be restored to 
life at any thme before the body tem- 
perature had fallen be.ow miaus 10 de- 
grees. centigrage. Further tes 
showed that when the resuscitation 
process was begun at a body temper- 
ature of minus 4 1-2 degrees centigrad : 
recovery was auickest and mo3t com- 
plete.

automobiles. 

Now let us assume that instead-of 
the object before mentioned, suche as 
a tree, pole, building, etc., we have a 
perfect conductor of electrisity, as a 
steel building, steel tower or pole in 
electrical contact with the earth; the 
current passes through this into the 
earth Silently, the pressure is relieved 
and in the great majority of cases 
there is no violent or explosive dis- 
DBT BC oper yg i Cuba en. 
~ Here is where the function of the 
lightning rod appears, rimilar.to. pipes 
tapping the tank and drawing off the 
water before dangerous -pressure is 
brought to bear on the tank.

And we 
do not believe that any one of them has 
any desire to war with another, But 
there are feelings of mistrust, and there 
are nefarious influences at work whieh 
cause them to continue to burden their 
people with taxation fornaval armament, 
Christopher West, in his splendid book 
“Canada and Sea Power,’’ outlines 9 
grand opportunity for Canada to be the 
real leader in the greatest work of mod- 
ern tines by sending iissiony of good 
will to the various nations mentioned, 
Canada has never been at war with any, 
of these nations, save the war of 1812 
with our southern neighbor. Canada, 
thongh one of the British Dominions, is 
| wbsolute ly free and independent to take: 
action deemed advisable towards all na- 
tions, We might spend say one per cent, 
per year of the $35,000,000 proposed for 
anavy in sending delegations of pood 
will to meet not only the leaders, but the 
rank and file of these nations as well. In 
this way the “movement for peace would 
kuin étrength and Canada could become 
areal legder in the greatest need of 
modern ¢ivilization, It would be: of fay 
greater benefit to Canada than $50,000, - 
000 annually wasted on naval armed:

The Roman Emperor Constantine 
saw a2 vision—probably when wide 
awake—a vision of sooner rosperity 
for himself and his Empire ae & rec: 
go of Christianity as the pen 2 
of his Empire instead of paganism, 
which had previously been recognized, 


For that moment a certain portion of. 


the Church of Obrist had long labored. 
Abandoning the thought of the Second 
Coming of Jesus to establish His King- 
dom, they desired marriage, or union, 
with earthly empire, thus ta be set as 
a queen upon the throne of earthly 
dominion and honor. 

Constantine’s influence in Church af- 
fairscbecame great. He proposed the 
calling of a council of all the bishops, 
humbering about one thousand. ) 
wanted to know why these apostolic 
bishops, all. inspired with the same 

irit of God, taught so differently. 

e offered to pay the expenses of all 
the bishops to the Council at Nice; but 
the majority, fearing that the Emperor 
would be under the control of the Ro- 
man bishop (not yet claiming to be 
pope), declined to attend. 

Only 884 came. But even they were 
anable to agree, the great point of dis- 
-pute being the one we are discussing. 

any held to the Bible teaching that
